Let  all  the  earth  with  loud  acclaim, 
His  long-suffering  kind  proclaim;

These  are  led  on  by  the  prince  of  the  air, 
Who  deceives  the  whole  world  by   promise 

fair. 

Spiritual  weapons  alone  succeed, 

To  pull  down  old   Satan's  strongholds   with 

speed; 
Imaginations  before  them  must  fall, 
Of  these  vile  enemie.-  they  vanquish  all. 
Finally,  brethren,  pnsy  with  heart  sincere 
For  us,  that  the  world  may  have  free  course
